He ad- 
mitted that there was an even chance 
and that In the event of the coin 
falling for Montreal it would give 



the supporters of the Red and White 
team. However, he felt he was in 
no way entitled to take such a 
chance and refused to toss a coin. 

The Varsity delegate still refused 
to agree on Ottawa and so Mr. Ross 
said that, as a result McGill would 
only play in Kingston, which, as far 
as distance was concerned, was the 
logical Place for the contest. Mr. 
Mwynard o'ijcctod that the field was 
very soft and in very poor condi- 
tion nnh th it the gaie receipts would 
be very poor. Mr. Ross udmittod 
that this was bo but said that Var- 
sity's refusal to play in Ottawa left 
him no choice except to insist on 
Kingston. Mr. Maynard then decided 
that in preference to playing in King- 
ston he would play in Ottawa and so 
the Capital will see a really first 
class game on Saturday. 

The McGill executive have decided 
to arrange a monster excursion to 
Ottawa for the occasion and they 
confidently expect that a thousand 
students will go up to support the 
team.

INTERESTING SPEECH 
IN DIOCESAN COLLEGE 

Rev. J. E. Watts-Ditchfield 
Addressed the Students 
Yesterday 

At 5 p.m. yesterday evening the 
Rev. J. E. Watts-Ditchticld, Rector 
of Hcthnal Green, London, Eng., ad- 
dressed a gathering of students and 
others in the Convocation Hall of 
tho Uioccsian College. There were 
over a hundred people present, the 
Bishop of M'ontreal being in the 
chair. 

The Chairman in introducing the 
speaker stated th: great work Mr. 
Watts-Ditchfiold had done for th • 
church, more particularly amongst 
men. He was out here in connection 
wi:h the Church of England Men's 
Society, and was now on his way to 
England after having represented the 
Society in Australia and New /ca- 
lami as well n s in Canada. 

The Rev. ,1. E. Watts-Ditchfleld 
gave a most interesting ad Iress along 
practical lines on how the Church 
j would reach men in the mosl effec- 
tive way. He claimed that th' 
Church at the present time was not 
reaching men many of them being al- 
together outside the scope of lier 
work. The expense usually put. for- 
ward fur men's uPathy towards re- 
ligion was bad environment. When 
the speaker worked in East London, 
he thought thai the disagreeable con- 
ditions fif the slums and th: struegle 
of life was the cause of this apathy.

Dear Sir:— 

There is one thin^ which 
bociub to me to be of great import- 
ance to McGill, but which does n ,t 
appear to have ever been suggested. 
This is what I might cull a reform i i 
our postal system. The present me- 
thod of distributing letters is very 
unsatisfactory. One can never tell 
whether there may be a letter or note 
waiting for one in either Struthcona 
Hall, the Union, or one of theoth-r 
buildin s. Many letters also get Io3t 
by falling from the letter boards. 

There is one obvious way out of the 
difficulty and that is by establishing 
a McGill post office. One competent 
person could be hired for this and 
could easily manage it. The post 
office could either be situated in the 
Union or the Students' Supply. The 
duties tf the post office clerk would, 
roughly, be:— 

(1) . To sort all mail for the Mc- 
Gill professors and students. 

(2) . To make lists of the address- 
es of all professors and students. 

(3) . To re-address any letters to 
graduates. (This is very important. 
A letter to a prominent last year's 
graduate was stuck () n the Union 
letterbourd this year for over two 
weeks.) 

(4) . To re-address all letters to 
students' boarding places if the stu- 
dent »o desired. 

(5) . To answer by telephone all en- 
quiries " n s to addresses of stud'nts. 

(6) . To sell stamps and money or- 
ders, and to cash money orders. 

(7) . To re-addreBs letters to stu- 
dents out of town. 

The advantages of such an arrange- 
ment would be enormous. In the 
Brst place letters would be delivered 
two or three times as quickly as is 
now the case. Not nearly so many 
letters would be lost. All the ad- 
dress necessary to give to your 
irien.ls would be "McGill University, 
Montreal. " 

When a student changed his board- 
ing house he would not have io lose 
half his mail during the next two 
weeks, as is frequently the case now- 
adays.

Of course, before such a plan Could 
be udopted, it would first be neces- 
sary to consult the student body. If 
they were in favor of the plan, the 
Council could thi'n enter into negoti- 
ations with the po3t-master general, 
nnd no doubt arrangements could be 
made whsroby the Post Office Depart- 
ment would bear part of the expense. 

In conclusion, I would lite to p >int 
out that McDonald College at St. 
Amies, now has its own post office. 
Surely then McGill also would be 
justified in starting one.

Best men were needed for open air 
work, just as the best goods are ex- 
Posed in shop windows if people are 
to be enticed to go inside. Poor 
street preachers do more harm thin 
good, since they impress people as 
being a very poor sample of what 
goes on inside churches. The speaker 
dwelt on th° enormous possibilities 
of work amongst even the most de- 
graded men, because of the grandnesa 
of the immortal soul that was in 
them. On working amonst men 
great tact was needed, and no Chris- 
tian worker should get discouraged. 
He helil men's services at Bethn.il 
Green every Sunday afternoon, and 
visited a Certain man „ hundred 
times before he could get him to at- 
tend his services. The man would 
swear at him in f>ul language when 
he called round, yet wh m he came 
the hundredth time, he never needed 
calling on since, but is now on the 
Men's Service Committee whose work 
is to get after other men. It was a 
common thing to hear people say 
that men were so lis>'.l l Q their ways 
that it was useless to try and alter 
them, and that the hope of the 
Church lay in the children who would 
be able to influence to nrxt genera- 
tion. This idea showed great lack of 
faith in (he power of the gospel 
which was intended for men, and by 
many examples has and is proving 
that it enn change the heart of men 
and win them for Christ.
